Hughes, in his report, referred to 
the retention by Henry Ford of Carl 
Emde as chief of his drafting de- 
partment, despite charges of pro- 
German utterances against Emde. 
|After hearing complaints against 
Emde, Ford's reasons for keeping 
Emde were set forth in minutes of 
proceedings, saying: ° 

“He (Ford) felt that it was a time 
of sacrifice—that in the next few 
years every man would be called 
upon to make some sort of sacrifice, 
and that possibly Mr. Emde, Ger- 
man-born, was making his sacrifice 
now when making drawings for the 
Liberty motor to be used ultimately 
against Germany.”’ 

Hughes adds that this indicated a 
“laxity at the Ford plant with re- 
spect to those of German sym- 
pathies, which was not at all com- 
patible with the interests of the Gov- 
| ernment.” 

Comment on Liberty Motor. 

| Each type of airplane and the 
causes of delay in its production is 
discussed separately in the report. 

Hughes’ comment on the Liberty mo- 
tor includes the following: 

“It now appears to be conclusively 
established that the Liberty engine is 
a great success for observation and 
bombing planes, and for this purpose 
‘it has found high favor with the al- 
lies. It is too heavy for the lighter 
pursuit planes.”’ 

| As for the early delay in the Lib-| 
erty motor production program, the 
report says:
